Scientific Testimony in Bradley Trial 


Goes Happily for Slayer of 


Senator Brown. 


PHYSICIAN, EYE WITNESS, CALLS 


Washington, Nov. 
26.—Two 
dis- 


tinguished alienists 
testified today 


that Mrs. Annie Bradley was insane 
when she shot and killed former Sen- 
ator Arthur M. Brown, of Utah. Both 
of these experts have national repu- 
tations and have figured prominently 
In many trials that have attracted 
widespread attention. They were Dr. 
Hill, of Baltimore, professor of nerv- 
ous and mental diseases at. the Balti- 
more Medical college, and Dr. Britten 
D. Evans, of New York, a member of 
the board of directors of the New Jer- 
sey hospital 
for the 
insane. Dr. 


Evans was one of the experts who 
testified Jn the Thaw case in New 
York. 


Both Dr. Hill and Dr. Evans were 


very positive that Mrs. Bradley was 
insane and could not distinguish right 
and wrong. Dr. Evans was very dra- 
matic in his relation of the various 
facts which caused him to believe that 
Mrs. Bradley was insane. 
He was 


severe in characterizing the conduct 
of Senator Brown in performing crim- 
inal operations upon the defendant, 
which brought admonition from the 
court in the form of a suggestion that 
Senator Brown was not on trial and 
could not 
defend 
himself, and his) 


name was only use;! when absolutely 
necessary to show his domination 
over the defendant. 


THE DAY'S TESTIMONY. 


Statements by Experts Make Strong 


Case for Mrs. Bradley. 


t Washington, Nov. 20.—The trial of 
Mrs. Annie M. Bradley, charged with 
murdering former 
Senator Arthur 


Brown, of Utah, was resumed today at 
10:05 o'clock. 
The defense at once 


put on the stand a new witness, Dr. I. 
Rich, of New York city. 


His testimony at first was regarded 


as of the highest Importance, but as 
soon as Jt wns-shown that he was not 
au expert, loss Interest was attached 
to It. Dr. Rich testified that ho was 
In Washington the day of the tragedy 
and stopped at the hotel where tho 
shooting 
occurred. 
He 
saw 
Mrs. 


Bradley that day, and first observed 
her in the ladies' sitting room. That 
was about noon. 


Woman Seemed Wild. 


"Somebody rushed by me," he said. 


"I looked up and saw this lady (look- 
ing at Mrs. Bradley.) 
She looked to 


be an intelligent woman, but said 
nothing to me. She bumped into first 
one person and then another. 
She 


had a peculiar drawn face, talked to 
herself, muttering and wringing her 
hands. I looked at her again and she 
changed expression. 
AH of a sudden 


she began laughing. It was an idiotic 
laugh. I looked at her and she stop- 
ped laughing and appeared to cry and 
she went away." 


"She made two or three trips in and 


out of the lobby before deciding to 
leave the hotel." 


On cross examination witness said 


Mrs. Bradley appeared to him later to 
be "looney" and 
that 
she had an 


idiotic laugh. 


Expert Testifies. 


Dr. Chas. G. Hill, of Baltimore, was 


called in behalf of the defendant. He 
said he had been for twenty-five years 
a specialist in nervous diseases and 
is now professor of nervous and men- 
tal diseases of the Baltimore Medical 
college. 
The witness stated that he 


had heard the hypothetical question 
read yesterday and assuming that the 
statements made in it are correct, he 
had come to the conclusion that the 
person named in It was insane on the 
night, of Dec. 8. "I do not." he said, 
"think that the party was capable of 
distinguishing between 
right 
and 


wrong at that time. I do not believe 
she was capable of controlling herself 
to avoid the wrong." 


Cross examined by District Attor- 


ney Baker, he said he was influenced 
in that, opinion because the hypotheti- 
cal question described a very decided 
hereditary tendency to Insanity. 


Conditions to Induce Insanity. 


"These conditions," 
he added, "al- 


ways predispose mental weakness. 
One is not, necessarily Insane because 
an aunt was Insano; but they are

Washington, Nov. 26.—Speaker Can- 


non Is dividing his time these days 
between his dentist and the members 
of the house who are seeking com- 
mittee assignments. 
The afternoons 


are given to the members, but while 
he listens carefully to all of them, he 
has not so far made any promises. 
The speaker is hopeful of completing 
his assignments before the Christmas 
holidays. 


The fifty-ninth congress had been In 


session only seven days 
when 
the 


speaker's announcement was made, 
the time being the briefest ever taken 
by a speaker in filling the commit- 
tees except in the forty-third congress, 
when only four days were required. In 
the fifty-eighth congress twenty-six 
days were required, but that congress 
convened early in November, leaving 
the speaker less time for preparation 
in advance of the meeting than he 
had in 1905 and will have t^iis year. 
Speaker Henderson took only eight 
days to form the committee for the 
fifty-seventh congress. 
The longest 


time taken In recent years for 'this 
necessary preliminary work 
of any 


congress was 131 days which Speaker 
Reed allowed to elapse before naming 
the committees for the fifty-fifth con- 
gress, the delay being due to the tariff 
fight of 1897, 
That congress met on 


March 15 and the committees were 
not organized until the latter part of 
the summer. There were several ef- 
forts on the part of democrats and 
populists to force earlier action, but 
the speaker held his ground and re- 
fused to make his 
selections until 


ready 'to do so. In the forty-second 
congress Speaker 
Blaine consumed 


over nine months' time after the con- 
gress convened In selecting his com- 
mitteemen and there was almost as 
much delay In the fortieth, when the 
fight against President Johnson was 
in progress.

Berlin. Nov. 2C.—The Prussian diet 


opened today in the white hall of the 
palace. Prince Von Buelow, the im- 
perial chancellor, in 
the 
emperor's 


absence, read the speech 
from 
the 


throne. It stated that the growth of 
permanent expenditures had increased 
the budget by over $25,000.000. 


The chancellor said that a deficit Is 


expected in the current year, owing 
to the Increased expenses in the rail- 
road administration and that the gov- 
ernment would have to resort to a 
loan for extending the railroad system, 
building new roads, double tracking of 
old lines, and for additional rolling 
stock. 


The speech foreshadows a bill au- 


thorizing the government to acquire 
Polish estates by condemnation pro- 
ceedings tinder the law of eminent 
domain. 
This measure, which was 


actively discussed some months ago, 
is expected to reopen the agitation 
over the Polish question in an acute 
form. 
The government's project has 


been criticised by even the leading 
conservative 
organs. 
The 
speech 


from the throne expresses the govern- 
ment's conviction that both houses of 
the diet will give active co-operation 
in the settling of this "grave national 
question."

HORRIBLE CRIME 


Oakland, Gal., Man Murdered Wife 


and Almost Consumed Body With 


Quicklime as Police Find Out. 


VICTIM'S 
FIRST CLEW 


San Francisco, Nov. 26.—The police 


of Oakland 
yesterday 
unearthed a 


most diabolical crime and have taken 
into custody M. A. Wilkins, a station- 
ary engineer and will 
charge 
him 


with the murder of his wife, whose 
remains were found burled in quick 
lime underneath a shed in the yard 
of the Wilkins home in Elmhurst, a 
suburb of Oakland. 


Mrs. 
Wilkins had not been seen 


around her home by the neighbors 
for several days. It was known that 
she had given birth to a child and in- 
quiries regarding her whereabouts by 
the neighbors elicited the response 
from Wilkins that she had gone to the 
home of her parents in the east, 


Woman's Dream Proves True. 


A friend of the woman, Mrs. J. M. 


Anderson, of 
San 
Francisco, 
had 


been staying at the Wilkins .home 
during the past few days and now 
asserts that Wilkins had endeavored 
to induce her to leave her husband 
and go away with him. Her suspi- 
cions became aroused, and the night 
before. In a dream, she saw the body 
of her former friend lying 
on 
the 


ground with the arms crossed over the 
breast. 
She came to San Francisco 


and told her husband of the strange 
Incident and the two went 
to the 


chief of police of Oakland and told 
the story. 
The case was given into 


the hands of Sheriff Barnet, of Ala- 


meda county, and with Detective Kyle.^ 
of Oakland, be went to the home of 
the Wilkins in Elmhurst and found 
the body in a trench under an old car- 
pet in the shed. It was lying just as 
described by Mrs. Anderson, with the 
hands folded across the breast. 


Wilkins was taken into custody later 


and after being taken to the Alameda 
county jail he at ilrst said that his 
wife had committed suicide. 
Later 


he said that she had died during child- 
birth and that he had buried the body- 
under the shed to save expenses. He 
told several different stories and at 
last refused to talk further. 


Sought Mrs. Anderson's Life. 


Mrs. Anderson told the officers that 


she was awakened from the dream by 
Wilkins, who was standing over her 
with a knife in his hand. When she 
asked what he meant he replied that 
she had been talking wildly in her 
sleep. 
He put away the knife and 


asked her to take a drink of water 
She sipped some of the water, but did 
not swallow it, suspecting that it had 
been poisoned. This proved to he the 
fact. 


Wilkins is fifty years of age and 


has always borne a good reputation. 
He is employed by the firm of C. C. 
Moore, of San Francisco. 
He came 


here with his wife from York, Penn., 
and claims to have a son in Cincin- 
nati. He Is a member of the National 
Association of Stationary Engineers.

Judge Eoby Writes Opinion 


Reversing French Lick 


Cases. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 2G.—The 


French Lick Springs hotel and the 
West Baden hotel cases were reversed 
by the appellate court today. Judge 
Roby wrote the opinion. 


The appeals were from judgments 


by which Judge Busklrk held the 
complaints of Willard H. 
Voyles. 


prosecuting attorney, asking a for- 
feiture of the hotel companies char- 
ters to be insufficient Judge Roby 
said: 


"The averments of the pleading 


show that as a part of its enterprise 
appellee constructed or acquired a 
large building 
called a casino, 
to 


which men, women and children had 
free access, and in which gambling in 
many forms was systematically con- 
ducted. 


"It is averred, both generally and 


specifically, that the general law was 
habitually and perniciously violated; 
that the resort h'as been widely adver- 
tised through the United States as a 
place where gamblers may be lavishly 
entertained and engage in their un- 
lawful practices without fear of moles- 
tation and that the local authorities 
are unable to enforce the law. 


"The state does not charter corpo- 


rations to commit crimes. The insti- 
tution of a proceeding on the relation 
of the prosecuting attorney puts it 
within the power of the state to en- 
force the duty owing to it by its crea- 
ture and to forfeit franchises for acts 
which in many instances are not 
punishable by indictment. 


"The prosecuting attorney was a 


proper relator, and the'judgment Is 
therefore reversed and the case Is re- 
manded with instructions to overrule 
the demurrer and for further proceed- 
ings not inconsistent herewith."

ENFORCING THE LAW. 


The Chicago city council In taking

To this Arthur 
Surrage Farwell, president of the law 
and order league, who is leading the 
crusade against saloons and directing 
the work of procuring evidence of the 
violation of the laws, makes a point- 
ed and timely reply which thorough- 
ly covers the whole field of the con- 
troversy. He says: 


"The time has passed In Illinois 


when the executive officers can 
pick out the laws they are going to 
enforce. The only thing for Chica- 
go to do now is to enforce the law 
it now has in regard to saloons- 
enforce it. The idea of having to 
vote on the question whether a law 
should be enforced or not is absurd. 
It is the business of the mayor and 
the council of this city to see that 
the Sunday closing law written on 
our state statute as plain as day- 
light should be carried out without 
the delay of another day. This 
law they talk of voting on' is a 
state law. Chicago Is not the state 
of Illinois. The city must obey the 
Btate. It cannot secede. This meas- 
ure Is a temporizing measure purely 
—whether a sign of weakness or 
fear on the part of the liquor deal- 
ers I will not say. This thing has 
gone on too long. . The fight is on."

BANDITS LOOT BUNK IN 


ILLINOIS BUT LOSE 


' 
THEIRJOOTY 


Bold Job Succeeds by Lock- 


ing Officials in the 


Bank Vault. 


Clinton, 111., Nov. 20.—Two robbers 


looted the State Bank of Clinton yes- 
terday afternoon of $2,200 In gold and 
silver coin, overlooked a much greater 
treasure In bills and finally, through 
their daring, lost $1,500 of the money 
they had stolen and barely escaped 
falling Into tho hands of the police. 


Tho bank had been closed for tho 


flay, and William Argo, Its president; 
Cashier L. R. Murphy and Bookkeeper 
John Young wore counting up 
the 


cash. Already the paper money had 
been placed In tho vault and only 
tho gold and silver coins remained on 
tho counter when the two bandits en- 
tered through a rear door. 


The robbers forced tho bank offi- 


cials to hold up their hands and then 
marched them to the big vault wherein 
many 
thousands 
of 
dollars 
wero 


stored. This they were compelled to 
enter and the bandits shut the door, 
which effectually barred them from 
the treasure. 


They then went to 
the 
counter, 


scooped the gold and silver Into a 
suitcase and calmly walked back to 
the Heniori hotel, where they had pre- 
viously engaged a room. There they 
called up the telephone operator and 
asked her to send around a man to 
free some, of the bank officials who 
accidentally had been 
locked 
in a 


vault, after which they proceeded to 
their room and started to arrange the 
coins In rolls for convenience in carry- 
Ing. 


Meanwhile the telephone operator 


had found Charles Parker, collector 
for the bank, and the only man not in 
captivity who knew the combination. 
He released the Imprisoned officials 
just In time to save them from suffo- 
cation and was told of the robbery. 


Through the phone operator the 


call was traced to the hotel and tho 
police went there. Instead, however, 
of surrounding the place, they went 
to the room 
of the 
bandits and 


knocked. The robbers jumped out of 
a window, carrying the 
gold 
with 


them, but left $1,500 In silver lying on 
4 table. They were traced to an in- 
terurban car, but there the trail was 
lost. Police all over the central part 
of the state have been warned to look 
out for the bandits..

popular, and his wife wrote under the 
name of Furze Walsh. 
Good flnnlly 


was reduced to the position of a pub- 
lishers' reader and later was started 
in business as a tobacconist, but tho 
venture was a failure.

by Frank Leverett, of Ann Arbor, and 
Frank B. Taylor, of this city, demon- 
strating the especial advantages of the 
route by way of the Maumee rivRr.
